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RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL  EICE 
CROP  PROSPECTS  BRIGHT 

Growing  conditions  are  reported  excellent  for  the  19^6-^7  rice  crop 
of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul    Brazil's  principal  rice -exporting  State.    The  es- 
timated rice  area  of  i+9*+,000  acres  this  season  is  down  6  percent  from 
524,000  a  year  ago,  "but  the  April-June  outturn  should  compare  favorably, 
with  the  bumper  crop  of  19^5-^6  if  the  present  excellent  condition 
continues  until  harvest. 

FATS  MB  OILS 

PHILIPPINE  COPRA  EXPORTS 
■REMAIN  AT  HIGH  LEVEL 

Shipments  of  97,938  short  tons  of  copra  from  the  Philippines  in  De- 
cember were  slightly  in  excess  of  the  November  shipments  of  92,000  tons. 
The  heavy  movement  in  December  brought  the  total  liftings  of  Philippine 
copra  for  the  calendar  year  to  665,000  tons.    Of  this  total,  51^,000  tons 
were  moved  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

Although  the  heavy  movement  of  copra  did  not  get  underway  until  June, 
exports  in  19^6  exceeded  the  prewar  (1935-39)  average-  of  623,000  short 
tons,  but  were  below  the  702,200. tons  reported  in  19^0. 

GREECE  INCREASES 
OILSEED  OUTPUT 

Greek  oilseed  production  (excluding  olives)  for  19^+6  totaled  63  mil- 
lion pounds  }  compare^  with  the  19^-1-^5  average  of  about  29  million  and  the 
prewar  (1937-39)  average  of  103  million.    With  the  exception  of  olives,' 
cottonseed,  sesame  seed,  and  tobacco  seed  are  the  only  sources  of  vege- 
table oils  of  any  significance  produced  in  Greece. 

Cottonseed  production  in  19*1-6  was  hk  million  pounds,  compared  with  80 
million,  the  1937-39  average.  About  60  percent  of  the  total  production  is 
crushed  for  oil;  the  remainder  is  used  for  planting  and  for  livestock  feed 

Sesame -seed  output  for  the  past  year  amounted  to  almost  19  million 
pounds,  compared  with  the  prewar  figure  of  22  million.    About  *+5  percent 
of  the  sesame  seed  harvested  is  pressed  for  oil  which  is  used  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  olive  oil  by  consumers  who  prefer  it  to  the  latter. 

In  1936  the  Greek  Government  began  collecting  tobacco  seed  for  the 
purpose  of  oil  extraction.    Production  from  1937  to  19*4-0  averaged  1.3  mil- 
lion pounds.    The  war,  however,  interrupted  this  effort  arid  only  insigni- 
ficant amounts  have  been  collected  in  recent  years.    Tobacco  seed  contains 
from  38  to  k3  percent  of  oil,  which  is  considered  very  good  for  use  in 
the  manufacture  of  30ap  and  may  even  be  used  for  cooking  when  scarcity  of 
olive  oil  occurs.

Olive  oil  and  sulphur  or  residual  oil  were  normally  the  only  impor- 
tant vegetable  oils  exported  from  Greece.    Neither  is  available  now,  how- 
ever; exportation  of  olive  oil  has  been  prohibited  by  the  Greek  Government 
since  liberation,  and  the  production  of  residual  oil  has  been  discontinued 
since  194l.    The  Greek  Government  plans  to  encourage  the  production  of 
vegetable  oils  such  as  tobacco  and  sesame  for  domestic  consumption  to  per- 
mit the  export  of  additional  olive  oil. 

Greece  normally  imports  approximately  20  million  pounds  of  oilseeds. 
In  an  attempt  to  protect  the  olive-oil  industry  of  Greece,  heavy  import 
duties  have  been  imposed  on  various  oilseeds,  including  coconuts,  cotton- 
seed, and  sesame  seed.    In  addition  any  importation  made  must  be  offset  by 
the  exportation  of  equivalent  amounts  of  oil. 

Since  a  large  proportion  of  vegetable  oil  in  Greece  is  obtained  from 
the  byproducts  of  important  crops,  the  prospects  for  increasing  production 
depend  upon  an  Increased  output  of  the  main  crop.    Though  there  is  some 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  Government  for  expanding  production  of  other 
vegetable  oils,  the  preference  of  the  Greeks  for  olives  makes  such  an  ex- 
pansion somewhat  difficult.

NEW  ZEALAND'S  TOBACCO 
PRODUCTION  LARGER 


Production  of  leaf  tobacco  in  New  Zealand  during  the  191+5-46  season 
totaled  4, 080, 000  pounds  from  3,1+05  acres,  according  to  latest  information 
from  the  American  Legation  at  Wellington.    Of  the  total  crop,  about 
3,803,000  pounds  consisted  of  flue-cured  and  the  balance  of  air-cured  leaf. 
In  general,  the  quality  of  the  leaf  showed  marked  improvement.    New  Zealand' 
1944.45  tobacco  production  amounted  to  3,289,000  pounds  fawn  3,303  acres.

Imports  of  leaf  during  the  first  9  months  of  1946  amounted  to 
6,824,000  pounds --practically  all  of  which  originated  in  the  United  States. 
Imports  of  smoking  tobacco  for  the  game  period  were  354,000  pounds.  The 
United  Kingdom  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  supplied  most'  of  the  smoking 
tobacco.

Canada,  through  the  Dominion  Minister  of  Agriculture,  announced  on  - 
January  2  that  the  British : Minis-try  of  Food  has  •  agreed  to  advance  the 
contract  price  of  grade  A  !Wi  It  shir  e'  sides  from  $25  to  $29  per  100  pounds, 
F.A.S.  (free  alongside  ship),  Canadian  seaboard. 

The  agreement.,- provides'- for '-'4  $4  "increase  per  100  pounds. -in -the-  price 
of  bacon  sides',  to  become  effective- -On-' September  1,  1947 i  and  extends  to 
December  31>  -1948 .""  Th~ts ' increase  is  equivalent .  to  'a  return  of  approxi-  ...  . 
mately  $5  per  hog  over 'floor  prices  in  the  present  agreement.    The  increase 
in  price  is  expected—to',  serve  as  an  -Incentive "-to  greater  production  of 
Canadian  bacon.     It- is  understood- that  part  of  the  increase  will  30  into 
effect  in  the  near  future  on  a  date  to  be  announced  as  soon  as  details  con- 
nected with  the  domestic  price  of  pork  products  can  be  established. 

The  1947-48  agreement  with  the  United  Kingdom  provides  for  the  ship-  - 
ment  of  350  million  pounds  of  bacon  in  1947  and  400  million  pounds  in  1948, 
as  compared  with.  450  million  pounds  for  1946.    Shipments  during  1946, 
however,  will  approximate  285  million  pounds.    Recently  the 'United  Kingdom 
was  forced  to  reduce  its '-bacon" rations  to  2  ounces  .per  week.    That  country  :' 
is  anxious  to  secure  350  '-million  pounds  provided  for  in  the  agreement  for  ■ 
1947  so  that  the'  wartime  ration  level  of  4  ounces  can  be  achieved. 

CUBA  LIFTS  DUTY,  TAX" 
ON  JERKED -BEEF  IMPORTS 

A  Cuban  decree  waives  duties  and  taxes,  except  the  gross  sales  tax, 
on  jerked  beef  imported  prior  to  June  3®,  1947.     Interested  importers  -are 
required  to  make  application  in  advance  to  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  for  a 
permit  fmr  each  consignment.     Importers  must  also  deposit  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  one  dollar- for  each  100  kilograms  (220.4  pounds)  of  jerked  beef,- 
as  guarantee  that  they- will  fulfill  their  conimitments'. 

Concurrently,  with  waiving  of  duties  and  taxes,  ceiling  prices  have 
been  established  for. jerked  beef  imported  into  Cuba.    This  ceiling  price 
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is  somewhat  higher  than  that  on  domestically  prepared  jerked  beef.  Whole- 
sale' and  retail  prices  on  imported  jerked  beef  are  "based  on  a  formula 
which  takes  all  cost  factors  into'  consideration.    Argentina    and  Uruguay, 
are  Cuba's  principal  sources  of  jerked  beef. 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE  ■" 
SPEEADS  IN  URUGUAY 

Foot -and -mouth .disease  in  Uruguay,  according  to  reports,  has  spread 
throughout  a  more  extensive  area  than  heretofore,  but  Uruguayan  sanitary 
authorities  and  leading  veterinarians  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  there 
isno  cause  for  alarm.    The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  its  Order  373  lists  Uruguay  among  the  countries  af- 
fected by.  foot-and-mouth  disease. 

DANISH  HOG-  NUMBERS 
SHOW  DECLINE 

Hog  numbers  in  Denmark,  according  to  December  28  census,  totaled 
1,660,000  head,  as  compared  with  l,8l8,000  head,  last  November,  or  117,000 
head  less  than  reported  for  December  29,  19^5 •    Total  numbers  of  sows  were 
191,000  head  or  9,000  head  less  than  a  year  ago,  but  bred  sows  numbered 
128,000  head,  or  about  1,000  head  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Pig3  and 
slaughter  hogs  were  reported  at  1,1^,000  head,  the  lowest  number  reported 
since  October  19^5. 

NEW  ZEALAND'S  MEAT 
EXPORTS  ABOVE  AVERAGE 

New  Zealand's  meat  production  for  export  of  about  758  million  pounds 
in  19^5-^-6  is  larger  by  12  to  56  million  pounds  than  in  each  of  three  pre- 
vious years,  and  almost  25  percent  greater  than  the  prewar  ( 193^+ -38)  average. 
Pork  production,  however,  dropped  from  the  193^-38  average  of  629,000  car- 
casses to  less  than  one  half,  or  301,000  carcasses  in  19^5-^6.    Mutton  and 
lamb  production,  on  the  ether  hand,  was  well  maintained  throughout  the 
entire  period  from-  1939  to  19^+5,  and  like  boneless  beef ,  .  production  showed 
a  substantial  increase  in  19^5-^6. 

The  United  Kingdom-New  Zealand  agreement  is  still .in  effect  for  the 
purchase  of  the  exportable  surplus  of  meat  for  the  production  period,  Oc- 
tober 1,  19Ms  to  September  30,  19^8.    During  this  period  the  United  King- 
dom agreed  to  buy  the  total  available  supplies  of  beef,  veal,  mutton,  lamb, 
and  edible  offals  in  New  Zealand.    Pig  meats  and  offals  purchased  by  the 
United  Kingdom,  were  first  limited  to  2  years,  but  the  British  Ministry  ©f 
Food  has  since  agreed  to  purchase  all  available  supplies  of  pig  meat  for 
the  third  year  of  the  contract  or  up  to  September  30,  1947. 

The  meat  contract  has  been  extended  to  1950  and  a  conference  has  been 
set  for  1948  to  consider  an  extension  to  1952.

U.  S.  GETS  CARPET 
WOOL  FROM  EIRE 

Buyers  from  the  United  States  are  reported  as  having  made  relatively 
large  purchases  of  Irish  Blackfaced  wool  and  other  carpet  types  during  the 
late  summer  and  fall  months  of  1946.    By  the  end  of  November  practically 
all  wool  suitable  for  American  requirements  had  been  purchased  and  further 
orders  from  American  buyers  were  not  expected  at  the  current  high  prices. 
The  clip  of  Blackfaced  and  Kerry  wools,  estimated  at  approximately  3,250,000 
pounds  of  shorn  wool,  or  about  one -fourth  the  total  Irish  wool  clip,  was 
late  in  coming  on  the  market  this  year.     In  addition  there  was  about  1,125,000 
pounds  of  pulled  wool. 

General  imports  of  carpet  wool  from  Eire  into  the  United  States  at  the 
three  ports  of  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  New  York  for  19*+6  totaled  2,230;000 
pounds.    Imports  from  Eire,  however,  represent  only  a  small  percentage  of 
total  imports  of  carpet  wool  into  the  United  States.    Raw-wool  exports  from 
Eire  totaled  4,175,000  pounds  in  the  first  8  months  of  1946,  an  increase  of 
36  percent  above  the  corresponding  period  of  1945.    This  includes  all  wool 
and  no  breakdown  by  type  or  by  country  of  destination  is  available. 

The  price  of  Blackfaced  and  Kerry  wools  at  the  end  of  November  was  re- 
ported at  31.1  cents  to  32.3  cents  (l8.50d.  to  19.25d.),  greasy  basis,  com- 
pared with  28.6  to  29.8  cents  in  August.    The  price  of  washed  Haslock  and 
Br itch  was  31.9  cents  to  33.6  cents  (19  -  23d.)  a  pound,  compared  with  31.9 
cents  to  35.3  cents  in  August. 

Stocks  of  carpet  wool,  principally  in  the  hands  of  small  country  dealers 
and  farmers,  were  materially  reduced  by  the  end  of  November  as  compared  with 
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those  reported  at  the  beginning  of  August.    Stocks  of  Blackfaced  wools 
dropped  to  only  200,000  pounds    from  1,^50,000  pounds  in  August,  and 
Kerry  wools  to  350  000  pounds,  compared  with  800,000  in  August.    The  quan- 
tity of  Haslocks,  pulled  wools,  and  Britch  was  somewhat  larger,  however 
amounting  to  125,000  pounds.

EGYPT'S  COTTON 
EXPORTS  INCREASING 


Cotton  exports  from  Egypt  during  the  4  months  "beginning  August  1,  1946, 
were  equivalent  to  435,000  "bales  (478  pounds  net),  compared  with  244,000 
for  a  similar  period  in  1945.    The  increase  in  1946  is  attributed  almost 
entirely  to  larger  exports  to  Italy,  India, and  the  United  States,  The 
United  States  import  quota' (year  beginning  September  20,  1946)  for* cotton 
of  1-1/8  inches  orrmore,  but  less  than  l-ll/l6  inches  in  staple  lenghth, 
was  filled  "by  the  end  of  November,    For  cotton  of  less  than  1-1/8  inches, 
the  quota  for  Egypt  and  the  Sudan  is  1,6*4-0  bales,  but  none  had  "been  re- 
ceived as  of  December  28,  1946..

Support  prices  offered  by  the  Egyptian  Government  for  the  1946  cotton 
crop,  as  previously  reported,  are  the  same  as  those  offered  for  the  1945  crop 
Ashmouni  and  Zagora  while  those  for  the  longer-staple  varieties  were  re- 
duced to  the  J.944  rates,  about  9  percent  lower.     The  support  price  of  40.25 
tallari  per  cantar  (33.57  cents  per  pound)  for  Good  grade  Karnak  is  some- 
what below  the  market  price  of  43,00  tallari  (35.87  cents)' on  January  9, 
A  similar  relationship  exists  in  prices  of  other  varieties,  such  as  37.47 
tallari-  (31.25  cents)  against  the  market  price  of  43,00  tallari  (35.87 
cents)  for  Good  Giza  7  and  32,79  tallari  (27,35  cents)  as.d  45„25  tallari 
(37.74  cents),  respectively,  for  Good  Ashmouni. 

The  second  off icial;  production'  estimate,  equivalent  to  1,210,000 
Irales  (478  pounds  net)  represented1  a  slight  downward  revision  from  the  first 
estimate  of  1,242,000  bales.     The  reduction  was  attributed  mainly  to  damage 
from  the  exceptionally  high  level  of  the  Nile  flood  this  year.    The  damage 
was  confined  almost  entirely  to  cotton  with  a  staple  lenght  of  over  1-3/8 
inches.    Karnak  represented  60.5  percent  of  the  second  production  estimate 
for  1946,  other  varieties  over  1-3/8  inches  represented  8.8  percent  and 
Ashmouni  and  Zagora,  28.3  percent, 

The  estimate  acreage  of  1,259,000  acres  represents  an  increase  of 
239,000  acres  above  the  1945  acreage.     The  area  to  be  planted,  in  1947  is 
again  set  at  about  1,100,000  acres,  of  which  not  more  than  363,000  acres 
are  authorized  for  extra  long-staple  varieties  (all  except  Ashmouni  and 
Zagora)  which  accounted  for  980,000  acres,  or  78  percent  of  the  1946  total 
acreage.

IRAN'S  GRAIN 
ESTIMATES  REDUCED 


During  the  current  season  a  half  million  bushels  of  wheat  and  about 
a  quarter  million  bushels  of  barley  have  been  shipped  to  Soviet  Russia 
from  Azerbaijan,  according  to  unofficial  estimates.    A  like  amount  cf 
barley  is  reported  to  have  been  moved  to  France  and  smaller  amounts  to  Greece 
and  UNRRA.    No  further  exports  from  present  supplies  are  expected  to  be 
made.    Imports  of  wheat  and  flour  for  the  past  season  amounted  to  about 
a  quarter  of  a  million  bushels,  mainly  from  Australia,  India,  and  Iraq. 

Stocks  of  grain  in  Government  warehouses  late  in  1946  were  estimated 
to  be  smaller  than  at  that  time  in  1945,  but  were  considerably  larger  than 
in  1944.    Reliable  estimates  are  not  available  for  stocks  outside  Govern- 
ment warehouses,  but  the  holdings  of  wheat  and  barley  in  that  position 
at  the  beginning  of  the  crop  year,  August  1944,  were  believed  to  be  about 
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220,000  short  tons.    During  the  past  2  years  stocks  of  "barley  outside  Govern- 
ment warehouses  have  been  increasing,  since  comparatively  little  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Government  and  few  export  permits  have  been  granted. 
Stocks  of  wheat,  on  the  other  hand,  have  decreased  slightly. 

Through  the  grain- purchase  program,  the  Government  is  endeavoring  to 
have  on  hand  in  its  warehouses  up  to  5.5  million  bushels  of  wheat,  as  in- 
surance against  possible  crop  failure.    In  1944-45  the  Government  purchased 
that  amount,  but  collections  the  following  year  were  only  about  3.5  million 
bushels.    Collections  for  the  current  year  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same 
as  last  year's.    Eeductions  in  collections  followed  the  change  in  policy, 
which  permitted  free  marketing  of  grain  in  some  areas  where  production  is 
approximately  equal  to  consumption. 

The  outlook  for  the  1947  crop  is  variable,  with  disturbances  in  parts 
of  the  country  said  to  have  reduced  the  acreage  of  winter  wheat  seeded. 
Fall  precipitation  was  extremely  light  throughout  most  of  the  country,  and 
wheat  in  dry -land  areas  has  not  sprouted  well.    Yields  in  those  areas  are 
expected  to  be  poorer  than  usual.    A  reduction  in  the  poppy  acreage  fol- 
lowed an  order  prohibiting  the  production  ofpoppies  for  opium.  Increased 
wheat  seeding  was  expected  to  follow  and  to  offset  to  some  extent  the  re- 
duced wheat  seeding  noted  above.
